The proposed changes provide a change in claim scope requiring further search and/or 
consideration. 



Examiner has fully considered Applicant's remarks for the outstanding rejections and has 
not found them to be persuasive. Firstly, it is clear from the specification and from Fig. 4 that 
signals PCS and CES control the on and off operation of system 412. Controlling the on and off 
operation with a "control signal" would not be deemed the same as "outputting at least one 
voltage level in accordance" therewith. Second, using the broadest reasonable interpretation of 
the term "chip" would reasonably read on DRAM device 10 of the reference to Mullarkey.
